USGS River Cameras: Due to construction at the Magnolia Bridge, the river camera will be temporarily
installed at the Lilly Bayou Control Structure site.

At the July 19, 2011 the Board authorized the publication of the Rules (related to the procedure for
expropriation of property) in the official publication of the ARBC and the Louisiana State Register.
This public notice will be in the Advocate August 17, 2011. Any rules or regulations for
comprehensive drainage, flood control and water resources development, reservoir, and diversion canal
systems shall be adopted in accordance with La. R.S. 38:3306. Therefore, prior to the adoption,
amendment, or repeal of any rule or regulation by the board, the proposed rule or regulation shall be
submitted to the House Committee on Transportation, Highways, and Public Works and the Senate



Committee on Transportation, Highways, and Public Works. Oversight review of the rules and
regulations shall be conducted by the respective committees.
